New York, March 6.—The storm king 


paid another unwelcome visit to New 
York today Just as the city was com- 
mencing to recover, from the effects of 
the $5,000,000 blizzard of a month ago, 
and within 12 hoars the metropolis 
struggled with a pelting rain, a driving 
sleetstorm and a biting snow squall. 
As the temperature dropped steadily 


during the night, the wind increased in 
velocity until during the early morning 
hours it had reached an unofficial veloc- 
ity of «0 miles an hour, which bodes ill 
for shipping off the coast. 
The comparatively warm rain was at 
first welcomed by a much harassed 
street department as the fall, at the 
rate of an inch an hour, washed away 
some of the icy, muddy relics of Feb- 
ruary's blizzard. But the gutters soon 
were turned into miniature millraceg, 
sewers were clogged, cellars were flood- 
ed, small stream! in the outlying sec- 
tions overflowed their batiks', toads 
were washed out and high tides con- 
tributed to damage along the water- 
front, 
Thousands of emergency calls 
were received by the water^department. 
The sleet made a successful attack 
on tie transportation system. Service 
on nearly all the trolley lines in Man- 
hattan and on some of the elevated 
lines was erippled. The drifting snow 
later added,to the difficulty and even 
with' motor plows It was difficult to 
keep traffic moving. 
Ferry transportation was considerably 


impeded. Trains Into the railway term- 
inals were reported to be considerably 
behind their schedules. 
The rising wind whistled through the 
canyons-of narrow streets in the sky- 
scraper district, making walking well 
nigh impossible.

Master In Suit Holds That 


Publishing Society May 
Not Be Controlled By 
Mother Church. 


Boston, March 6.—The trustees of 
the Christian Science Publishing Soci- 
ety may not be controlled by the direc- 
tors of the mother church, the First 
Church of Christ Scientist in the opin- 
ion of Judge Frederick Dodge, whose 
findings as master in the Christian 
Science suits was filed with the supreme 
judicial court of the state today.

The Six Cylinder Engine. 


All the cylinders of an engine, no 
matter how 
many 
cylinders it may 


have, fire while Xo. 1 cylinder goes 
through its cycle, that is, during two 
revolutions of the crank shaft. Thus 
there being four cranks in a 4-cylinder 
engine, these cranks must be one-half 
of a revolution apart, or, there being 
360 degrees in a circle, 
180 
degrees 
apart. 


In the 
six-cylinder, however, 
six 
cylinders fire in two revolutions, or 
hree in one revolution, thus 
the 
cranks must be one-third of a revolu- 
tion, or 120 degrees apart. A six-cylin 
cler crank shaft is shown in Fig. 1. 


Note that in this crank shaft, crank 
pins 1 and 6. 2 and 5, and 3 and 4. are 
in line, and therefore pistons 1 and 6, 
'2 and 5. or 3 and 4, must be up .togeth- 
er. Noticing that these all add to seven 
will help you to remember the combina- 
tion. 


While there are a great many possi- 
ble firing orders for a six, the usual 
ones are either 1-5-36-2-4 or 1-4-2-6-3-5. 


You can check up the firing order 


you have found, by seeing if. when the 
first three are subtracted 
from 777, 
they will leave the last three. 
Setting Cylinder Xo. 1 Ready to Fire. 


Should you by chance have to do 
some work on your ignition system, 
so as to be forced to time it, or should 
your timer have slipped, you will have 
to, as will be explained under ignition, 
set piston No. 1 ready to fire, that is, 
at the top dead center on the comple- 
tion of the compression stroke, as this 
is the point where the spark must come. 
A word as to how this is done. 


To set piston Xo. 1 at top center, the 
manufacturer usually marks the fly- 
wheel with a mark, D. C., which when 
up means that Xo. 1 piston is on top 
center. In the newer cars the fly- 
wheel is generally enclosed, but the 
mark can be seen by unscrewing the 
plug or cover on top of the* fly-wheelj 
casing or housing. If it be inconveni- 
ent to get at the fly-wheel, one can un- 


time enough to enter the cylinder that 
the inlet valve ia heiil open tor the 
extra 1-6 of the crank pin travel as 
mentioned above. 


Because of the great engine speed. 
the exhaust is also opened for a com- 
paratively long time, it being opened 
when the crank pin has still to travel 
1-6 of the way down on the stroke be- 
fore the exhaust, or 
on the power 
stroke. It is held open for the full up- 
ward exhaust stroke, and slightly after 
completing this stroke. 
The reason is this. The gases, after 
explosion, are under a very high pres- 
sure, and while they lose most of this 
pressure in pushing the piston down, 
when the power stroke is completed, 
they will still be under considerable 
pressure. Now, if there were still to 
be pressure in the cylinder when the 
piston starts on its suction stroke, there 
would be no suction due to the down- 
ward travel of the piston, as the old 
gases would simply expand until their 
pressure was gone. 
So you see that there must also be 


considerable time allowed to let the 
exhausted gas lose its pressure, or. in 
other words, come to atmospheric pres- 
sure. Thus the valve is opened about 
1-6 of the way before the beginning of 
the exhausted stroke. 
From the above we see that the inlet 
valve opens when the crank pin has 
traveled about 10 degrees past top cen- 
ter on the suction stroke and closes 
about 30 degrees after the crank pin 
has completed the.suction stroke, and 
is on the compression stroke. The ex- 
haust valve opens about 35 degrees be- 
fore the beginning 
of the exhaust 
stroke, and closes about 5 degrees after 
the completion of this stroke. 


The Degree. 


As some of my readers may not be 


familiar with degrees, I will take the 
iberty of explaining what is meant by 
a degree. 


If a circle be divided into 360 equal 
parts, each one of' these parts will be 
one degree. Thus, in a circle 36 inches

OHIO NET WEIGHT SALES LAW 


«hio LeS»slatu«"« on May 10. 1919, passed House Bill No. 169, introduced by Repre- 
£' Criswold and known as the net weight sales laws. This act amended section 
Ohio Law and included many features that were lone needed for the protection of 


the purchasing public. Up until that time there was no law to prohibit the practice of 
selling any commodity by gross weight. Many firms were making hundreds o< dollars 
every year by weighing in oil wrapping paper, wood, tin and etc.. as a part of the weight 
cf the commodity sold. The new law says: "Any article or commodity packed and sold by 
weight shall be sold by net weight only and no wrapping or packing shall be included as a 
part of the weight of such commodity sold". The penalty section of this law provides a 
fine of not less than $25.00 nor more than $500.00. 


ous ••The conditions demanding such a law were brought about principally by the enornv 
frauds earned on by a certain oil company ot Cleveland. Up to the present time 17 
companies in Cleveland have been prosecuted and nearly 100 affidavits have been issued 
against these companies for giving false and fraudulent measure in the sale of oil etc. 
V1* numbep of prosecutions Wed were few compared with the number of sales that were 
snort in measure. 


One company alone has sold and shipped 1228 steel drums of oil in Ohio, and each of 
these drums were billed at 3$ gallons, when in fact the drum would hold not more than 30 
gallons. It was a general practice for this company to charge each customer for flve 
gallons more than the capacity of the container. When a customer filed complaint against 
the quantity received, the company would answer by saying that any shortage found was 
due to leakage and instructed the purchaser to file claim with the railroad company for the 
amount of the shortage. 
^^ 


In other words, the transportation company was called upon to pay for 5 gallons of 


oil supposed to have leaked out when in fact the number of gallons charged for could not 
be placed in the drum. Another firm billed 30 gallon drums at 34 gallons each or 4 gallons 
more than the drums would hold. 
» 


By securing a list of names and addresses of automobile owners, the rural districts in 
Ohio were flooded with literature from these companies offering their goods at wholesale 
prices, in some cases they were known to make shipment to a smalt town in a fictitious 
name, and after a week or two. letters would be mailed to residents of that locality suing 
the shipment had gone there by mistake and offering a discount to any purchaser to save 
it turn charge!;. Most all concerns using these methods were found to be short measuring 
or overgauging. 


In addition to what was paid in fines and costs to the courts in Ohio, many thousands 


of dollars were refunded to purchasers throughout the state. Prosecutions for short 
weight or measure could impose a maximum fine of $90 and costs, the punishment being 
rather insufficient for the nature of the fraud and deception being practiced. After Investi- 
gation by the department, it was brought out that a few concerns using wood barrels, 
placed a 40 gallon mark upon a barrel of 40 gallons capacly. but in filling, would put not 
more than 33 gallons in the barrel .depending on a claim of leakage if the barrel should 
fall into the hands of a weight and measure inspector. 


For the reason that such schemes as this must be taken care of In some manner, the 


law now demands a mark on the container, stating the exact amount contained therein 
instead of being marked as to capacity, and to mark a 30 gallon container 34 gallons wotikl 
make the shipper liable to a fine of $SOO."

WHAT A HYDROMETER IS. 


Most car owners "carry; a tire gauge 


to test the' air pressure in their tireS.' 
Many cars, today, are equijiped with 
a device which indicates overheating 
in the motor. 
These are for safety 


first purposes, and in this same class 
comes the hydrometer which every 
motorist should carry in his car. 
A hydrometer is a glass tube with 
a rubber bulb on. one end and inside 
the glass tube is a weighted float. This 
instrument is used to test the specific 
gravity of the acid solution in a bat-' 
tery and it' should be used at least 
every two weeks. To take a reading, 
the rubber bulb is pressed and the point 
of the hydrometer is placed in the cell: 
the bulb is then released and the acid 
solution is drawn up in the hydrometer. 
If you find the specific gravity falling 
below 1.275 the battery must be charged 
from an outside source.
